FRELINGHUYSEN AND HUMPHREY VISIBLE) ESCORTED BY 
TENG HSIAO-PING. 

SEVERAL PAPERS PICKED UP EARLIER REPORT THAT MAO MET 
TOGO PRESIDENT EYADEMA WITH BOTH CHOU AND WANG HUNG- 
WEN ABSENT. GREENWAY (WP) FROM HK NOTES THAT CHOU’S

BOTH COUNTRIES SEEM TO HAVE SLOWED THE MOMENTUM OF 
"ACCELERATING" IMPROVEMENT OF TIES HAK SPOKE OF A YEAR 
AGO. THINKS TIME HAS COME TO SORT THINGS OUT AND TO 
MOVE FORWARD; IT IS EXTREMELY IMPORTANT TO WORLD 
STABILITY THAT SINO-AMERICAN DIALOGUE CONTINUE AND

OUTLOOK MIOHT BE NONS DENED CLOSER TO FOCD DDMIN'S 
VIEWS THAN WOULD OTHERWISE HAVE BEEN THE CASE. 

H S APPROACH TO SUPERPOWER RELATIONSHIPS COULD BE 
PROFITABLY FOLLOWED BY BUSH. 

BERNSTEIN AND NY PHILHARMONIC, ON LAST LEG OF TOUR TO

PENINSULA AND US DETENTE WITH USSR AND PRC. LACHICA 
CHARACTERIZES KIMURA STATEMENTS AS SIGNIFYING AT LEAST 
A QUARTER TURN IN GOJ'S APPROACH TO WHOLE KOREAN 
QUESTION. KIMURA’S PREDECESSOR EVADED FORTHRIGHT
